bill was taken up at 2:15 p. in., in tho 
senate. 
'Mr. Teller took the floor and 


denied that funds used iu the irrigation 
service were in the nature of a bounty to 
the west. He contended that tlicsc funds 
were a loan and a benefaction only in the 
fact thi't they draw no interest. 


At 3:47 the senate adjourned. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Mr. Patter- 


son caused a sensnlion in the nenutii by 
introducing a resolution relative to the 
lights of senators in voting upon treat- 
ies. 


Mr. Patterson recited that the nction 


of the democratic caucus in dictating to 
senators how they should vote. w:is a 
plain violation of the spirit and intent 
of the constitution of the United States; 
that eiieh senator was entitled to one 
vote and any attempt to coerce him wns 
nn invasion of the rights of a state; tlmt 
nny senator who permits himself to be 
so coerced weakens nnd 
degrades 
his 


st'ito; th:>t for any senator to vote oth- 
erwise than as hU sense of duty dietnted 
degrades hi* high office and assails the 
dignitv nnd standing of the senate. 


LODGE GIVES WAY. 


Tho resolution wns listened to wilh 


great interest by the senators. 


Mr. Lodge had prepared a resolution 


similnr to that of Senator Patterson de- 
claring that a treaty like the dominicnn 
should not be nindo the subject of party 
action, but withheld it when he henrd 
thnt Mr. Patterson hnd proposed a reso- 
lution. This he henrd from the lips of 
the Colorado senator, who claimed 
the 


privilege of presenting tho matter. Mr. 
Lodge conceded the superiority of Mr. 
Patterson's claim. 


Mr. Tillinnn objected to 
the present 


consideration of the 
Patterson 
resolu- 


tion, unless it wn<i a question of personal 
privilege. Mr. Patterson said it was not, 
nnd gave notice that he would discuss 
the re.-tolution tomorrow, 


DEATHS OF POSTAL CLERKS.

man said (hat lie hnd noticed the fre- 
quent fatalities to mail clerks in rnilrond 
accidents and that he wanted to a=eer- 
tain whether more security 
for

could not be secured by stronger mail 
Cars. 


LTTTLEFIELD OPPOSES BILL." 


An hour to oppose tho railroad rate bill 


wo« yielded to Mr. Litllefield (Maine) in 
the house today. 


Mr. Littlefield believed 'the pictures of 


distress on tho rate ouestion were entire- 
ly too lurid. The railroads., undoubtedly 
hnd made mistakes, but conditions wore 
not intolerable. On the other hand, he 
snid, tho interstate commerce eommis- 
nion hnd made many blunders, Tho pro- 
posed lejsislntion. he believed, went too 
far and he should vote against it. 
Tie 


hi-d been willing to go as far us fh." pres- 
ident hnd recommended in IflfM and IflOo. 
Not a moml>cr of the house, he maindiin- 
ed, could say what i.« a reiisonable rate. 
There is not a single ease in any court 
rceord or any rule on which a reasonable 
mte could be defined. This was one of 
tho trrea*. and tremendous difficulties the 
bill presented nnd indicated the vast and 
arbitrary power thnt win to bo vested 
in a- political tribunal. 
In the wal with 


which both nolitioa! pnrtle.-; wen1 run- 
ninp a legislative rnee. they nnd gone 
far,boyond the president's desires. 


SOME OMISSIONS. 


First, thi> bill in his opinion, confers 


upon the commissior the pnwer to origi- 
nate rnte-»: second (he bill provides no 
court of review, a presidential recommen- 
dation, twice made, as neeessnry ni a 
conservative and wine restriction; third, 
tho most important of nil. the bill puts 
into tho hands of the elmmisMon 
the 


powov to say whether or not it slmll eli- 
minate the 'preferential rate.that exists 
from onn end of the land to the other, 
and is intermingl"f:. with nil business. 


REMEDY EXISTS IN COURTS. 


A remedy lor nine-tenths of rate evils 


he said, now exists in all courts both 
under the present law nnd the common 
law. Under the proposed bill a curious 
and incongruous condition was proposed. 
When the committee determined wheth- 
er a rate was reasonable it was acting 
in a judicial capacity; when it prescrib- 
ed a rate for the future, it would be 
legislating and when it administered this 
finding it acted in an executive capacity. 
This was a combination .of three func- 
tions of government—executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial—in one single body. 


Mr. Littlefield collated judicial decis- 


ions to support his contention that in 
giving the commision all these powers 
the courts could have absolutely no pow- 
er of review of any action of the com- 
misoioT., which might be just a ;hado un- 
der or less than confiscation of property. 


A number of senators-listened to Mr. 


Littlcfiold's argument including Senators 
Forakor, Perkins, Millard, Kcnn, Bulke- 
ley, Rayner, Pile;, Scott, Galliuger and 
Alc'e. 


ATTACKS COMMISSION. 


Mr. Littlefield said ho would demon- 


strate the incapacity of the interstate 
commerce commission and 
from their 


own records. 
"And," ho added, "I will 


"ive them that square deal that we hear 
talked of so unieli and sec so little prac- 
ticed." 


The commission had 
been overruled 


two-thirds of the time he said. The bill 
provides seven commissioners and made 
four a quorum and it was possible for the 
president to remove three and leave all 
the power in the majority of the remain- 
ing four.

All the Ange\s sang to- 
gether the same tune the day it was re- 
ported. He said that by very cute lan- 
guage the bill left out sleeping cars nnd 
asked it be put in the bill plainly. 


The bill in operation would kill ail 


competition.

est bid for a bascule bridge wns SI 1)3,000 
and that the people snowed 
under so 


deeply the question of issuing 
840,000 


more bonds that it has not yet been dug 
out. 
Alderman Decker vras the official 


who argued for the bascule or modern 
I ridge and if he had carried his point no 
doubt another year would have 
been 


consumed in wrangling. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


Alderman Mickelspn called the session 


to order and explained its objects and at 
the same time read a report of tho board 
of public work?, submitted'nt a meet- 
ing of the council on October 3rd, recom- 
mending the plann of John Giest and 
City Engineer Connolly, for 
a 
swing 


bridge. Mayor Nelson informed the com- 
mittee that the only thing to do was to 
build the bridge with the money on hand 
and only a swing bridge could be con- 
structed with the $6!i,000 available. 


CANNOT REPAIR BRIDGE. 


The mayor said that it had been sug- 


gested to repair the old bridge and use 
the money left for street purpose?. He 
advised the committecmen that could not 
be done, that the money hnd been voted 
for bridge purpose.? and could be used 
and no other purpose. 


Alderman Carls stated that he under- 


stood the 
United 
States government 


would not approve of the plans for a 
swing bridge. 


Mayor Nelson said that he understood 


the U. S. engineer had said he would np- 
prove of tlic plans as made by Messrs. 
Giest and Connolly and no trouble was 
anticipated in that direction. 


PLANS EXAMINED. 


The plans and specifications for the 


swing bridge were exhibited and the com- 
mitteemen made a careful examination 
and discussed the merits of the same. 
Tho plans call for an iron swinj .bridge 
with 240 foot span; S4 feet in tiie clear 
for draws or channels on either side; 20 
foot roadway: two S foot walks in tho 
clear; solid concrete 
approaches, 
the 


roadways on top paved and the estimat- 
ed cost, is $07,000. The bridge will permit 
a vessel to pass through 500 feet long. 


Alderman Decker was afraid that if 


the bridge wsro built it would be con- 
demned within twenty years and have 
to be taken out. 


There was considerable discussion per- 


taining to tho river traffic and 
Mtayor 


Nelson snid that 90 per cent, of the traf- 
fic was by the people who cross the struc- 
ture daily. 


Alderman Decker said that if there 


was any possibility of getting a bascule 
bridge he would like to do it. 


NO RAILROADING. 


Alderman Bell moved that the report 


of the board of public works recommend- 
ing the Gicst-Connolly plans for a swing 
bridge, be adopted, and that the board of 
public works advertise for bids. 


Alderman Dcckfr argued for de.lay and 


riaid he did not believe in railroading it 
through. 


Mayor Nelson strongly stated to Al- 


derman Decker that there was no rail- 
ronding about it. nnd reminded him that 
the matter hnd been under discussion for 
two years. 


Then Aldermnn Carls called 
for 
tho 


qnastion, it was put and carried, only 
Aldermen Decker and Clrristinnson vot- 
ing1 against the plans.

City Engineer Connolly will now sub- 


mit the plans and specifications

United States engineer for approval, This 
can be doiro within a couple of weeks and 
then the board of public works will ad- 
vertise for bids. 


If things are hurried there mil be a 


new bridge within the next year. People 
will be pleased to know that this long 
drawn out question, is practically settled.

TARIFF WAR IS FEARED 


Germany Very Donbilul That 


United States Will Frame 


Suitable Agreement. 


BERLIN, Feb. 5.—Inquiries made to- 


day at the foreign office regarding the 
German-American tariff question elicited 
the information that this government is 
very pessimistic even doubting that it 
will be possible to get a, provisional ar- 
rangement from the United States which 
Germany could accept. Germany is anx- 
ious to avoid a tariff war and would go 
to great length in making concessions 
which would 
render a temporary 
ar- 


rangement possible till a treaty could be 
negotiated, but it is evident that the 
foreign office regards the 
suggestions 


hitherto made by the United States as 
unsatisfactory. 


It wns learned at the foreign office 


that tho bundesrath has not yet consid- 
ered Germany's course after March 1, 
(when the new German tariff goes into 
effect) in the event oi no arrangement 
having been made between the two coun- 
tries. But something is expected to oc- 
cur within a few days in the negotiations 
between the, United States and Germany 
which will tend towards clearing up tho 
situation.

The measure which receives the 
largest number of votes will be reported 
to the senate as the majority measure, 
it is likoly that both of the other bills 
will be given to tho senate iu minority 
reports. 


KATE BILL IN HOUSE. 


Mr. Thomas (North Carolina) in the 


house today opened the discussion ou the 
rate bill mukiiig an argument in its fav- 
or. 


Mr. Thomas said the bill was in line 


with tho democratic position, the prcsi- 
dcr.t'n position, the views of the inter- 
state commerce commission, commercial 
bodies all over the country, including his 
own state, and the outgrowth oi public 
sentiment. 


Kcferring to the losses sustained by 


the truckers of bis district last spring, 
ho insisted refrigerator cars should be 
placed under the control of the commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Goulden (N. Y.) gave his reasons 


for supporting the bill. It -was the best 
of its kind ever presented. Its benefits 
were greater than its defects. 


In beginning an hour's speech in favor 


oi the bill, Mr. Burton (Ohio) dwelt on 
the enormity of the corporations in this 
country. He could remember when this 
was not tho case, when small enterprises 
nourished. 
Now, the 
mechanisms of 


steam have transformed iudustry com- 
pletely, so that the employe is but a cog 
in a tremendous mechanism, 


ATTACKS RATE PROVISION. 


Mr. McCiill (Muss.) made an extended 


speech (igninst tho rate making provisions 
oi the bill. lie said the agitation grew 
out of ''tho presidential non-sequiter" iu 
t!ie message of December, 100-1. Bryan 
had huih'd rate making as a rccisive »te)i 
toward government ownership. He look- 
ed upon it as his own child and as he 
was starling around the world he with 
paternal solicitude commended the bnnL- 
ling tu tho tender care of the president.

lender. As for republicans they were ex- 
pected to follow tho president, logic or 
no logic, and "get in line."

FIREMEN FLOOD CHURCH. 


When'the prefect of police, M, Lcpine, 


arrived the bolls worn tolled and the peo- 
ple inside the church, numbering about 
3,000 persons, began singing psalms, 
while outside the rowdy element shouted 
revolutionary songs. M. Lepine thrice 
summoned the congregation to open the

Later a. fho engine arrived.on 
the scene and amidst a shower of( mis- 
siles the firemen, scrambled up to the 
roof with a hose,-.the water-was turned, 
on and the interior of the building was 
soon flooded. In the meantime 'the doors 
had been battered,down, but the munici- 
pal guards found barricades inside and 
met with, ticrco resistance. Numbers of. 
the guards and the congregation, were 
severely hurt, but the authorities eventu- 
ally obtained mastery and the demon- 
strators were captured one by one and 
led to the nearest station house. 


POLICE FORCE INADEQUATE. 


In the meanwhile the unruly crowds 


out.iidc had broken through the cordons 
of the municipal guards and attempted 
to reach the church and engage in the 
fight with its defenders, but the mounted 
guards dashed through them in time.

SUBWAY DISAPPOINTMENTS.

TAFT TALKS FOB THE 


PHILIPPINE TARIFF 


Wltli Great EmnUnslmho Secretary Aak» 


That Couercsn Fulfill Its I>Ql» 


to Inlnmls. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Secretary of 


War Tuft today was heard before the 
senate committee on Philippines in favor 
of the Philippine tariff bill. The obliga- 
tions of the United States to the islands 
provided the theme for an earnest ap- 
peal made with an emphasis that he has 
not ordinarily exhibited in addressing 
committees of congress, lie asked tho 
committee wlmt had congress done for 
the Philippines and answered that a peo- 
ple cannot be fed on constitutional prin- 
ciples by this the Filipinos cannot be 
uplifted by this country unless it was 
willing to aid them in increasiug their 
productive conditions. The islands are 
bein" used for the purpose of improving 
business in the United States, ho declar- 
ed, and he asked where was the justice 
ii guardian should show its wards. 


Referring to the tobacco and sugar in- 


terests, Secretary Tuft said that both 
have had tho highest kind of protection 
awl that "all this fog that has been 
created has nothing of substance in it," 
in respect to injuries to these crops. Ho 
said-there had not been a witness who 
feared immediate injury, but that tho 
danger is confined to the enormously ex- 
a»geratcd growth of these industries 
\duch these witnesses build up iu their 
own minds. 


WERK ANTI-PHILIPPINE. 


Commenting on the 
criticisms that 


have been made concerning the party 
tiiat went to the Philippines with him in 
the past summer he denied that it- had 
been selected from members of congress 
of pro-Philippines tendencies, but that it 
was like Topsy, 'it just growcd.' He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the party was 
four to one-anti'-Philippine members. 


La.bor conditions in 
the " Philipipnes 


were discussed at length by the secretary 
who declared that in order to get results 
from the Filipino so -many concessions 
have to be made to him that it ia impos- 
sible to fix the day wage.

The statements made on the sub- 
ject are both untrue and offensive. I am 
a loyal follower of the lender of the un- 
ionist party, Mr. Balfour." 


This unequivocal endorsement of Mr. 


B'Ufour's leadership by a man who was 
claimed as a strong Chamberlainite and 
tariff reformer is likely to further com- 
plicate the political troubles of tho op- 
position.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— The shipping 


bill was taker, up at 2:15 p. in., in the 
iienuic. 
Mr. Teller took the floor and 


denied that funds used in the irrigation 
service were in the nature of a bounty to 
the west.

At 3:47 the senate adjourned. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— Mr. Patter- 


son caused a sensation in tho senate by 
introducing a resolution relative to the 
lights of senators in voting upon treat- 
ies. 


Mr. Patterson recited that the action 


of the democratic caucus in dictating to 
senator* how they should vote, was a 
plain violation of the spirit and intent 
of the constitution of the United Stoics; 
that vanli senator was entitled to one 
vote and any attempt to coerce him was 
fin invasion of the rights of a state; that 
any senator who permits himself to be 
30 coerced \voakons and 
degrades 
Ms 


st-itr: th;>t for any senator to vote oth- 
erwise than as his sense of duty dictated 
degrades his high ofTice and assails the 
dignity and standing of the senate. 


LODGE GIVES WAY. 


The resolution was listened to with 


great interest by the senators. 


Mr. Lodge had prepared a resolution 


similar to that of Senator Patterson de- 
claring that, a treaty like the dominican 
frhoiild not be made the subject of party 
action. but withhfld it when he heard 
that Mr. Patterson had proposed a reso- 
lution. This he heard from the lips of 
thp Colorado senator, who claimed the 
privilege of presenting the matter. Mr. 
Lodge conceded the superiority of Mr. 
Patterson's claim. 


Mr. Till man objected to the present 


consideration of the Patterson resolu- 
tion. unless it waM a question of personal 
privilrijo. Mr. Pattfr.wn said it was not, 
and gave notice that he would discuss 
the resolution tomorrow. 


DEATHS OF POSTAL CLERKS. 


Mr. Tillman presented and the senate 


adopted a resolution calling upon 
the 


postmaster general for information as to 
thn number of postal clerks killed in rail- 
road accident* during the past five years, 
filso inking how many steel dnrs are now 
used in (ho postal service and whether 
the fatalities have been so great in these 
ns in othnr cars. 


In presenting the resolution. Mr. Till- 


man siiid that he had noticed thn fre- 
quent fatalities to mail clerks in railroad 
accidents and that ho wanted to ascer- 
tain whether more security 
for 
them 


could not be secured by stronger mail 
cars. 


OPPOSES T5TLL." 


-An hour to oppose the railroad rate bill 


was yielded to Mr. Littleficld (Maine) in 
thp house today.

SOMK OMISSIONS. 


First, th>> bill in his opinion, confers 


npon the eommissior the power to origi- 
nate rate?: second the bill provides no 
court of review, a presidential recommen- 
dation. twico maclp, as necessary as a 
conservative and wise restriction; third, 
tho most important of all. tho bill puts

REMKDY EXISTS IN COURTS. 


A remedy for nine-tenths of rate evils 


he said, now exists in all courts both 
under the present law and the common 
law. Under the proposed bill a curious 
and incongruous condition was proposed. 
When the committee determined wheth- 
er a rate was reasonable it was acting 
in a judicial capacity; when it prescrib- 
ed a rate for the future, it would be 
legislating and when it administered this 
finding it acted in an executive capacity. 
This was a combination .of three func- 
tions of government—executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial—-in one single body. 


Mr. Littlefield collated judicial decis- 


ions to support his contention that in 
giving the commision a.il these powers 
the courts could have absolutely no pow- 
er of review of any action of the com- 
missioi., which might be just a shade un- 
der or less than confiscation of property. 


A number of senators .listened to Mr. 


Littlefield's argument including Senators 
Foraker, Perkins, Millard, Kean, Bulke- 
ley, Rayner, Piles, Scott, Galliuger and 
Alee. 


ATTACKS COMMISSION. 


Mr. Littleficld said he would demon- 


strate the incapacity of the interstate 
commerce commission and 
from 
their 


own records. "And," he added, "I will 
give them that square deal that we hear 
talked of so much and see so little prac- 
ticed." 


The commission had 
been 
overruled 


two-thirds of the time he said. The bill 
provides seven commissioners and made 
four a quorum and it was possible for the 
president to remove three and leave all 
the power in the majority of the remain- 
ing four.

All the Ange\s sang to- 
gether the same tune the day it was re- 
ported. He said that by very cute lan- 
guage the bill left out sleeping cars and 
asked it be put in the bill plainly. 


The bill in operation would kill ail 


competition.

PROYES STUBBORN 


Hangs Out for Bascule Structure, But 


is Told .by Mayor no Funds are 


Available—Vexei Question 


Seems Settled. 


If nothing unforeseen happens a swing 


bridge, in accordance with 
plans and 


specifications prepared by John Giest of 
Milwaukee, and City Engineer Connolly, 
will be built in place of the old Main 
street structure, over which there has 
been so inuch controversy the past two 
years. This was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the committees on streets, bridges 
and harbor, together with the 
mayor, 


city engineer and city attorney, held at 
the city bail on Saturday afternoon, but 
:not before arguments prevailed and the 
old question of bascule or 
lift 
bridge 


was injected into the confab, some of the 
aldermen still laboring under the impres- 
sion that a structure of this type could 
be built for $05,000 and that the people 
wanted it. notwithstanding tliat ths low- 
est bid for a bascule bridge wuis $103,000 
and that the people snowed under so 
deeply the question of i.-isuing 840,000 
more bonds that it has no.t yet been dug 
out. 
Alderman Decker was the official 


who argued for the bascule or modern 
' ridge and if he had carried his point no 
doubt another year would have 
been 


consumed in wrangling. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


Alderman Mickelsoii called the session 


to order and explained its objects and at 
the .same time read a report of the board 
of public works, submitted at a meet- 
ing of the council on October 3rd, recom- 
mending the plana of John Giest and 
City Engineer Connolly, for 
a 
swing 


bridge. Mayor Nelson informed the com- 
mittee that the only thing to do was to 
build the bridge with the money on hand 
and only a swing bridge could be con- 
structed with the $6.'i,000 available. 


CANNOT REPAIR BRIDGE. 


The mayor said that it had been sug- 


gested to repair the old bridge and use 
the money left for street purposes. He 
advised tho committeemen that could not 
be done, that the money had been voted 
for bridge purposes and could be used 
and no other purpose. 


Alderman Carls stated that he under- 


stood the 
United States 
government 


would not approve of the plans for a 
swing bridge. 


Mayor Nelson said that he understood 


the U. S. engineer had said he would np- 
prove of the plans as made by Messrs. 
Giest and Connolly and no trouble was 
anticipated in that direction. 


PLANS EXAMINED. 


The plans and specifications for tho 


swing bridge were exhibited and the cora- 
mittecmen made a careful examination 
and discussed the merits of the same. 
The plans call for an iron swinz bridge 
with 240 foot span; 84 feet in tiie clear 
for draws or channels on either side; 20 
foot roadway; two 8 foot walks in tho 
clear; solid concrete 
approaches, 
the 


roadways on top paved and the estimat- 
ed cost is $87,000. The bridge will permit 
a vessel to pass through 500 feet long. 


Alderman Decker was afraid that if 


tho bridge were built it would be con- 
demned within twenty years and have 
to be taken out. 


There was considerable discussion per- 


taining to the river traffic and Mayor 
Nelson said that 09 per cent, of the traf- 
fic was by the people who cross the struc- 
ture doily. 


Alderman Decker said that if there 


was any possibility of getting a bascule 
bridge he would like to do it. 


NO RAILROADING. 


Alderman Bell moved that the report 


of the board of public -works recommend- 
ing the Gicst-Connolly plans for a swing 
bridge, be adopted, and that the board of 
public works advertise for bids. 


Alderman Dcckw argued for delay and 


said he did not believe in railroading it 
through. 


Mayor Nelson strongly stated to Al- 


derman Docker that there was no rail- 
roading about it, nnd reminded him that 
the matter had boon under discussion for 
two years. 


Then Alderman Carls called for ths 


question, it was put a.nd carried, only 
Aldermen Decker and Christiansen vot- 
ing, against the plans. 


WILL SUBMIT TH15M. 


City Engineer Connolly will now sub- 


mit the plans and specifications 
to- a 


United States engineer for approval. This 
can be doirc within a couple of weeks and 
then the board of public works will ad- 
vertise for bids. 


If things are hurried there will be » 


new bridge within the next year. People 
will be pSeased to know that this long 
drawn out question is practically settled.

PARIS, Feb. 5.—Countess Boni De Cas- 
tellane (formerly Anna Gould), catered 
a plea for divorce today. Representa- 
tive of the countess and the count ap- 
peared before a judge, who, according to 
the French law, endeavored to arrange a 
conciliation before allowing a definite 
suit to proceed. 
Ifc is said that 
the 


judge's efforts were not successful and 
that the suit will proceed, but owing 
to the secrecy in divorce proceedings here 
it is difficult to confirm this report. 


Rumors have been current for a long 


time that the countess had decided that 
any further continuation of her relations 
with her husband was impossible and her 
removal from the Castellane residence to 
a Jiotel in the center of Paris gave sup- 
port to the belief that she had finally de- 
cided to apply for a divorce. 


COUNT A HIGH FLYER. 


Sensational reports have been circulat- 


ed with reference to the count's conduct 
and the name of a prominent society 
leader of Paris, a woman of very high 
standing, has been mentioned in connec- 
tion with the affair. But the greatest re- 
ticence has been maintained by all the 
parties concerned relative to the progress 
of the negotiations looking to a concilia- 
tion ami even this morning a favorable 
result was expected, especially as the 
countess returned to her residence. 
It 


now appears that the efforts of those in- 
terested in bringing about a settlement 
of the differences between the countess 
and the count with an appeal to 
the 


courts have been unavailing. The count 
is said to Ixv in the southeast of Africa. 


TARIFF WAR IS FEARED 


Germany Very Doubt iul That 


United States Will Frame 


Suitable Agreement. 


BERLIN, Feb. 5.—Inquiries made to- 


day at the foreign office regarding the 
German-American tariff question elicited 
the information that this government is 
very pessimistic even doubting that it 
will be possible to get a provisional ar- 
rangement from the United States which 
Germany could accept. Germany is anx- 
ious to avoid a tariff war and would go 
to great length in making concessions 
which would 
render a temporary 
ar- 


rangement possible till a treaty could be 
negotiated, but it is evident that the 
foreign office regards the 
suggestions 


hitherto made by the United States aa 
unsatisfactory. 


It was learned at the foreign office 


that the bundesrath has not yet consid- 
ered Germany's course after March 1, 
(when the new German, tariff goes into 
effect) in the event of no arrangement 
having been made between the two coun- 
tries. But something is expected to oc- 
cur within a few days in the negotiations 
between the. United States and Germany 
which will tend towards clearing up the 
situation.

Nine Years. 


REMARKABLE IN 


SEVERAL ASPECTS 


The Lowest .Recorded Six Above, Con- 


trasted With Eleven Below in 


1904 aad Twenty-four , 


Delow in 1905. 


The month which just has come to * 


quiet and peaceful end, was the waurmet* 
January for years, the mean maximum 
temperature being 37.2 degrees. Th«l 
maximum came on the twentieth of the 
month when the mercury registered K> 
degrees and when the warm wave was 
general all over the country, except in 
Yukon, Alaska., where the temperature 
was 59 below zero, but then, Alaska, is 
to the extreme north of us and north of 
all laws and rules of men and nature. 


For nine years or more there has been 


known nothing like this January which' 
in many respects is the most remarkable 
on record. 


The highest January mean maximum 


before that of last January was in 1900 
when the mercury showed an average of 
35.7, in 1803 the mean maximum 
for 


January was 34.2, and in 1002 it was 32.9. 


MINIMUM FOR NINE YEARS. 


The mean minimum temperature to* 


the month of January this year was 22^1 
degrees. 
In fact, this mean minimum 


temperature stands alone among the rec- 
ords since 1S97. The highest mean mini- 
mum before that of last month amount- 
ed to in.S in the year 1900, 1S.S in Janu- 
ary ISnS, 17.4 in January 1001. 


The lowest mean minimum since 1397 


wa_; in January 1904 when it was regis- 
tered as S.4 and in January last year 
it was hut little better, the mean mini- 
mum beine S.5, two cold winters, tho 
memory of which still lingers in 
oar 


brains. 
• 


SOME COMPARISONS. 


The lowest temperature on a single 


day in this January came on the 8th of 
the month when the thermometer show- 
ed only six degrees above zero. The cold- 
est minimum in a single day of January 
during the last nine years was on the 
twenty-fifth in the year 1904 when the 
temperature was —24, or 24 degrees be- 
low the freezing point. The 25th of Jan- 
uary, 1S07 it was 19 below zero. The 
only equal January of this year has in 
regard to the minimum on a single d»y 
was that of January 27th, and 30th, 1893 
when the thermometer also registered 6 , 
above, the coldest days in the month 
that year. 


As will be readily seen, the month just 


passed is one of the most phenomenal Snr 
meteorologic respect. 


HALF-CLEAR DAYS. 


In January this year we had sixteen 


clear days, five partly clouded, and ten 
totally clouded days. The total precipita- 
tion amounted to 2.4(5 -riches. 


Thus the month of January 1906 wfll 


go down the ages as one of the record 
breaking winter months in man's history, 
a month when some people actually weya 
inclined to believe that spring had ar» 
rived.

All this is but current gossip and can be 
discounted or believed just as suits the 
humor of the reader.

Police Trying to Fasten Druml's 


" Murder on Negroes. 


Chief of Police Pfister and Slartin 


Johnson, desk sergeant of the police de- 
partment, came home from Milwaukee 
last night, where they were called as 
witnesses in the case of the state of 
Wisconsin against Beberley Breclcenridge 
and Leonard Whitfield, the two colored 
men captured at the Belvidere hotel and 
lodged in jail, after four officers had a 
flght with Whitfield. The charge against 
the men is that of burglary, they having 
:ield up and attempted to rob a teamster 
of Gimbel Bros., but an effort is being 
made on the part of the Milwaukee offi- 
cers to fasten the shotolng of Druml, a 
saloon keeper, who died, upon the desper- 
ate men and the evidence appears strong. 


When the negroes were arrested here, 


as is well known, they bad two revolvers, 
every barrel loaded. 
Chief 
of 
Police 


Pflster examined the guns carefully and 
he discovered that the weapons had been 
used within a few days, as shown by tho 
ondition of the barrels. ' 
Says a Milwaukee paper in speaking of 


the case: 


NO SHOTS WERE FIRED. 


'The man held up on Prospect avenue, 


who claims to be certain in his identity 
of Whitfield and Breckenridge as 
the 


men who "stuck him up," denies that 
there was any shotoing done at this 
time and though there were two hold- 
ups in Racine no shots were fired. 


''Erath and Hebein, the two men who 


were in Druml's saloon at the time of the 
shooting, testified at the inquest that the 
men wore black masks. Erath, after the 
inquest, was questioned further by police 
officers and asserted that the masks werq 
tight fitting and covered the entire faces 
of -the men. Asked whether the masks 
might not have been the actual faces of 
the two colored men, 'he appeared sur- 
prised that this explanation bad not oc- 
curred to him sooner. 


"TIP" ABOUT CONFESSION. 


"The police have renewed their inter- 


est in the case owing to a report that 
has reached 
them 
to the effect 
that 


Breckenridge and Wbitfield had admitted 
the Druml shooting to a fellow prisoner 
in the county jail. At present this fea- 
ture of the case is hut a rumor, but an 
investigation is on foot and the two col- 
ored men, besides other prisoners locked 
up in Sheriff Gary's care, will probably 
be thoroughly "sweated" again before 
the 
highway robbery charge pendiny 


against the colored men is disposed of-iu 
court. 


"Both the police and the sheriff's force 


have reverted to the holdup theory in 
connection with the Druml case, the ide?. 
now being that the two negroes entered 
the place with intent to rob, shot Druml 
because he offered resistance and tried 
to hold one of the men by the coat, and 
then transferred the scene of their oper- 
ations to the northeast side of the city; 
the 
point 
farthest from 
the locality 


where the police had been attracted by 
the shooting of Drximl. Here, it is claim- 
ed, they held up the delivery clerk on the 
night following the shooting of the sa- 
loonkeeper, and then, fearing to remain 
longer in the city, pulled up stakes and 
went to Racine, beginning to ply the ne 
farious trade of highway robbery before 
entering the limits of that city." 


The case wns adjourned 
until next 


Tuesday, when the Racine officers will 
again go to Milwaukee.

The measure whic'h receives the 
largest number of votes will be reported 
to the senate as the majority measure, 
it is likely that both of the Other bills 
will be given to the senate in minority 
reports. 


KATE BILL IN HOUSE. 


Mr. Thomas (Xorth Carolina) in the, 


house today opened the discussion on the 
rate bill milking an argument in its fav- 
or. 


Mr. Thomas said the bill was in line 


with the democratic position, the presi- 
dent's position, the views of the inter- 
state commerce commission, commercial 
bodies all over the country, including his 
own stnte, and the outgrowth of public 
sentiment. 


-Referring to the losses sustained by 


the truckers of his district last spring, 
In; insisted refrigerator cars should be 
placed under the control of the commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Goiilden (X. Y.) gave his reasons 


for supporting the bill. It was the best 
uf its kind ever presented. Its benefits 
were greater than its defects. 


In beginning an hour's speech in favor 


of the bill. Mr. Burton (Ohio) dwelt on 
ilie enormity of the corporations in this 
country. He could remember when this 
was not the case, when small enterprises 
nourished. 
Xow, the 
mechanisms of 


fcteam have transformed industry com- 
pletely, so that the employe is but a cog 
ill a tremendous mechanism. 


ATTACKS RATE PROVISION. 


Mr. McC'till (Mass.) made an extended 


speecli against the rate making provisions 
of the bill. He *aid the agitation 2rew 
out of ';tho presidential non-ser|uitc'r" in 
the message of December, 1904. Bryan 
hud hailed rate making as a recisive step 
toward government ownership. .He look- 
ed upon it as his own child and as ho 
was starting around the world he with 
paternal solicitude commended the bant- 
iing to tho tender care of the president. 
Tho democratic 
party 
followed 
their 


loader. As for republicans they were ex- 
pected to follow the president, logic or 
no logic, and "got in line." 


He did not think a commission could 


be found to meet the ideals of the pres- 
ident. Tho first canal commission were 
paid magnificent salaries, yet were un- 
coromonionsly dropped, a year after tho 
prc'sidont appointed them. The present 
o;i.n:il commission "even with the aid of 
a ten thousand dollar press agent doca 
not soem to command the admiring ap- 
proval of the country."

to give power to the chief of the bureau 
of chcnfistry of tho agricultural depart- 
ment to "hold up the foods of the coun- 
try."

FLOOD CHURCH IN PARIS 


French Firemen Aided by Troops 


Fight 8,000 in Edifice. 


Cr ,wd Now Numbers 18,000, Growing 


.More Defiant and Jt'o ice Uliable to 


Control Vast Gathering. 


PARIS, Feb. 2:—The church 
of 
St. 


Pirre-Du-Gros-Caillou was the only one 
where an inventory had been ordered to 
be taken today in accordance with the 
law providing for the 
separation 
of 


church and state. The authorities adopt- 
ed rigorous measures to repress disturb- 
ances and the threatened counter demon- 
stration by socialists against the mili- 
tant Catholics who gathered at tho 
church and in consequence the Bone St. 
Dominoque, on which the church is situ- 
ated had the appearance of a street in. a 
besieged city. All the shops in the neigh- 
borhood of the edifice were closed, cor- 
dons of armed municipal guards on foot 
wore stationed at intervals along the 
street and a squadron of mounted muni- 
cipal guards with drawn swords patrolled 
the thoroughfare and kept the crowds 
moving. 


FIREMEN FLOOD CHURCH. 


When the prefect of police, M. Lepine, 


arrived the bolls were tolled and the peo- 
ple inside tho church, numbering about 
3,000 persons, began singing 
psalms, 


while outside the rowdy element shouted 
revolutionary songs. M. Lepine thrice 
summoned the congregation to open the 
inside gates which the people refused to 
do and then firemen were ordered 
to 


force an entrance, using their hatchets. 
As thoy mounted ladders in order to 
break in the windows of the chapel of 
the Virgin, an annex,of tho church., re- 
volver shots rang out, nnd the fir.emcu 
retired. Later a, fu'e engine arrived, on 
the scone and amidst a shower oft mis- 
siles the firemen scrambled up. .to. the 
roof with a hose,,the water-was turned. 
on and the interior of the building was 
soon flooded. In the meantime the doors, 
had been battered down, but the inmiici- 
pal guards found barricades inside and 
met \vith tierce resistance. 
Numbers of 


the guards and the congregation, were 
severely hurt, but the authorities eventu- 
ally obtained mastery 
and the demon- 


strators were captured one by one and 
led to the nearest station house. 


POLICE FORCE INADEQUATE. 


In the meanwhile the unruly crowd* 


outside'had broken through the cordons 
of the municipal guards and attempted 
to reach the church and engage in the 
fight with its defenders, but the mounted 
guards dashed through thorn in time. 


Disturbances in the vicinity of the 


church continued as this dispatch is filed. 
The crowds arc increasing in numbers 
around the edifice where it is estimated 
about 18,000 persons have gathered. The 
police force present is not strong enough 
to hold the people back. The municipal 
%'uurds have repeatedly charged and the 
rioters shout "assassins," as 
arrested 


demonstrators emerge from the church 
ana are taken away under escort. All 
the 
officers who 
entered 
the 
church 


emerged covered with blood and their 
clothes turn nnci soaked to the skin. 


ADMITS HER MARRIAGE

According 
to 


this paper, Mrs. Yerkes said today: 


"All I can say is that I am happily 


married."

Pat- 
rick Dolan, president of the Pennsylva- 
nia miners, voted for the miners of that 
district in favor of the motion which car- 
ried it. Dolan's vote was challenged and 
he said: 


"I have authority to east the vote for 


the Pennsylvania miners and until that 
authority is taken away from me, I vote 
"yes." There were loud cries of 
"no," 


"throw him out," "we'll take the author- 
ity away from him." 


President Mitchell of the miners at 


once called the national convention of 
that organization to meet at 2 o'clock. 


THE LAST CONFERENCE. 


The coal operators and miners of the 


central competitive of the southwest dis- 
tricts met in joint conference today fin- 
ally to settle the question as to whether. 
an agreement 
was possible. President. 


Mitchell of the miners, announced that 
the miners hod refused to accept a con- 
tinuance of the present scale. 


F. L. Robbins of Pittsburg, moved that 


the present scale be affirmed with the 
same prices and conditions for the year 
beginning April 1. Mr. Taylor an Illi- 
nois 
operator, moved an 
amendment 


which was the same proposition that had 
been previously offered and rejected. The 
amendment was lost, the operators and 
miners voting solidly. 


Mr. Robbins then took the floor. He 


said he wanted to go on record as it 
seemed the 
future of tho interstate 


movement wns in peril. 


OPERATOR'S ARGUMENTS. 


Mr. Rabbins reviewed the difference in 


tlie condition of the minors now 
and 


when the interstate and joint conference 
movement went into effect. "You have, 
advanced wages and shorter hours," said 
he. "\Yithout argument and in the face 
of all fairness you yesterday met and re- 
pudiated a fair proposition. I want to 
go on record as protesting against such 
methods. Yesterday coal sold iu Chica- 
go at a dollar a ton, carrying an eighty 
cent freight rate because the railroads 
were demanding the cars and yet you re- 
fuse to allow one district to sign an

AVe 


propose to have miners of other states 
with conditions entirely different from 
ours to dictate as to the settlement of 
our affairs in our district.

A 
little section up'in Michigan could refuse 
a settlement and tie up the whole coun- 
try. You have a conference with tho 
anthracite operators coining. If I were 
an anthracite operator I would refuse to 
deal with you." 


MITCHELL IN REPLY. 


President Mitchell took the floor in re- 


ply. He said: 
"It is kind of Mr. Rob- 


bins to say that we have presented no ar- 
gument. Wo refuse to allow tne opera- 
tors to have the final say ns to whether 
we have presented any argument or not. 
We have shown that coal is selling at the 
mines at from 35 to 50 cents a ton high- 
er than it was selling seven months ago. 
We showed this by tlieir own circulars. 
We have shown by their circulars that 
the condition of their own trade is high- 
ly prosperous. The country is in the 
highest degree of prosperity. Stocks and 
bonds are selling higher than over before. 
And' yet, notwithstanding this situation, 
wo are asked to continue a lower wage 
scale than we had two years ago. And 
Mr. Robbins will remember that two 
years ago, when wo accepted 
a lower 


wage scale on account of an unfortu- 
nate situation existing at that time, he 
promised that the reduction would bo 
restored at the conference."

That all yardage and deadwood be ad- 


vanced the 12% per cent. 


That no boy under 16 years of 
age 


shall be employed in or about the mines. 


These demands were presented a week 


ago. The joint conference committee has 
been in session daily since then.

terday the operators definitely rejected 
the demands. 


WILL DIE IF HOCH DOES 


Woman Who Sent Him to Gal- 


lows Threatens Her Own 


Selt Destruction. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2—Dawn of the open- 


ing day of Johann Hooh's last month on 
earth—unless the 'Supreme court again 
interferes in his behalf—brought 
pros- 


pects of a double tragedy when the con- 
demned Bluebeard enters the shadow of 
the gallows Feb. 23. 


Mrs. Fischor-Hoch, who was the princi- 


pal witness for the state, is reported to 
have threatened to commit suicide if the 
defendant is executed. The woman is 
said to be suffering intense remorse over 
the fact that she aided in bringing about 
the verdict of death. On her Hoch now 
centers all his hopes of securing a rehear- 
ing before, the supreme court. If that is 
denied he will be hanged the lost Friday 
of the month. 


TELLS HIM SHE WILL DTE. 


"Oh, Johann, I have done something 


terrible," said Mrs. Fischer-Hoch when 
she visited the prisoner in the county 
jail: yesterday, "but if they hang you I, 
too, will go to my death. I want your 
permission to kill myself after you have 
also given me forgiveness 
for 
having 


done what I did." 


The woman appeared to be in earnest. 


She sobbed aloud as she spoke to Hoch 
through the bars. 
Her agitation was 


such that the prisoner had difficulty in 
quieting her. Then she offered a further 
sacrifice. 


The sad woman repeatedly asked Hoch 


to forgive her. This he said he had long 
ago done. 


Mrs. Iloch has made affidavits, which 


have been presented to the 
court, in 


which she confesses she committed per- 
jury while testifying for tho state. She 
said she realized that to admit perjury 
meant she was liable to be sent to prison 
herself, but she smilingly declared she 
was willing to bo sent to the peniten- 
tiary ii only her testimony 
could bo 


stricken out nnd the wrong done to Hoch 
rectified. 


HOCH NOT WORRIED. 


If Hoch is worrying about the 
ap- 


proach of the fatal dny ho exhibits no 
sicrns of it. His mind appears to bo free 
nf any troubles and he looks oven hotter 
than when ho was first lodged in jail. 
Ho has :i strong grip in shaking hands 
with visitors, and says lie is in the very 
best of health. He discusses the 
ap- 


pronching execution ns if ho wore some- 
body other than the man to play the 
leading role in the drama of death. 


"Why should I object to talking .about 


it?" asked Iloch. "I am innocent beforo 


God, 
and an innocent man fears nothing. 


I am not afraid to die, and if the su- 
preme court refuses to grant me a re- 
hearing and I am compelled to go to the 
gallow.s, I will do so bravely, because I 
am innocent and I have no fear of 
death." 


Hoch was twice prepared for death on 


tho gallows. In the first instance, Gov. 
Deneen interfered at the last moment, 
when the march to the 
gallows was 


about to commence. The next time the 
supreme court issued a supersedeas in 
order to have time to consider the appeal 
by his lawyers for a new trial.

The 'newspapers of late have written 


more or less freely of tho progress be- 
ing made towards the destruction of the 
greatest national scenic picture, Niagara 
Falls. Nature is itself 
slowly wearing 


away the Falls but this is slow, very, at 
the rate, it is said, of about one hundred 
feet per century, but man proposes to 
do away with the falls at least as per- 
tains to any scenic appearances 
very 


quickly and such is the rate of vandalism 
which has been legally been permitted 
both by our government and that of 
Csmoda that in a brief period the cele- 
brated Horseshoe Falls will only exhibit 
to s«ght scei's a thin line of water. 


Large grants havo boon already made, 


ami violent assaults of predatory cor- 
porations seeking further 
concessions 


havo been made upon the New York leg- 
islature and these would have been sue- 
cessfulSti the session of 1005 had it not 
boon that Governor Odcll stood between 
tho people and the water grabbers. At- 
tempts will be made doubtless at the 
present session and as Governor Higgins 
is not credited with possession of the 
backbone of Odell, fears are expressed 
the water graft will succeed. 


An account of the progress made in 


the destruction of glorious, magnificent 
Niagara Falls, the pride of the nation, 
us published in tho Country Calendar, 
after stating that the volume of the 
waters of Niagara river just before pour- 
ing over the Falls is 224,000 cubic feet 
per second., says: 


"The generally accepted volume of the 


Niagara river at the brink of the falls 
is 224,000 cubic feet per second. There 
nre at present two 
power companies 


operating on the American side and three 
at work ,or preparing for work, on the 
Canadian sido. The process of using the 
power of the river produced by its sheer 
plunge of 101 foot is to convey water by 
tunnels, eanals or pipe lines from some 
point above tho brink to tho lower level 
below tho falls. It is obvious that if tho 
water were thus conveyed around the 
brink of subterranean passages or canals 
there would be none to make a falls; 
but it seems that the American Horse- 
shoe falls probably will disappear when 
very much less than half tho water is 
subtracted, for the brink of the hard do- 
lomite rock over which the river plunges 
is no U-.-'s than ten feef higher on the 
American sido than on the Cunndian, the 
great bulk of tho water passing on tho 
British sido of Goat island. 
Dr. Clark 


estimates that when 40,0(10 cubic foot 
of wuter per second has been subtracted 
from tin- river there will be but a thin 
and pitiful apron of water remaining of 
the American Horseshoe falls. 
Ho pre- 


dicts that when 80,000 
cubic 
feeb of 


water are use'! in the power plants one 
may walk dryshod along tho brink of 
those falls and an arid waste of rock bed 
will be left between Goat island and tho 
nmini.'iiid. Those live companies now in 
operation are allowed by their charters 
to take 48,000 cubic feet of water per 
second. S'o that there is clearly impend- 
ing a contraction of the American tails 
ti> a, pitiful remnant. But the danger 
does not stop here. 
During tho 
past 


winter and spring a sixth power company 
has been making the liercost of efforts 
at Alliauy U> renew an old charter which 
would ailou- it to take away a further 
quotum of Niagara falls to be carried 


the Erie canal and the Chicago drainage 
canal. 


The net result of these drains from 


tho water of the great lakes and from 
their outlet, the Niagara river, is, in the 
opinion of many competent engineers, the 
certain doom of the falls." 


It is alone congress that can properly 


deal with this great subject and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his annual message re- 
ferred to this saying: 


"It is greatly to be wished that the 


state of New York should copy, as re- 
gards the Niagara, what tho state ot 
California has done as regards the Yosc- 
mite. Nothing should be allowed to in- 
terfere with the preservation of Niaga- 
ra falls in alt their beauty and majes- 
ty. If the state cannot see to this then 
it is earnestly to be wished that she. 
should bo willing to turn it over to the 
national government, 
whicli should in 


such case (if possible, hi conjunction 
with the Canadian government) assume 
the burden and responsibility of preserv- 
ing unharmed Niagara falls, just as it 
should gladly assume a similar burden 
and responsibility for the Yoscmite Na- 
tional park, and as it has already assum- 
ed them for the Yellowstone National 
nark." 


Will congress heed these words of wis- 


dom and of warning. No further grants 
should be made and several now almost 
successful rejected, all existing grants 
should be properly condemned under the 
unquestioned right of the state to exor- 
cise the right of eminent domain. It will 
cost some money to pay for what was 
so unwisely given but better that and 
preserve to future generation this his- 
toric, treasure, to say nothing of the 
glories of the magnificent water 
falls, 


noted in all lands and seemingly slight- 
est in our own, since unpatriotic legis- 
lators have assented to giving soulless 
corporations the right to subtract from 
the gorgeousncss ot" the scenic beauty ot 
the world.

Federal supervision of life insurance 


would be far more effective than the 
present system 
of state 
supervision, 


twenty-eight states having such depart- 
ments and the cost to the insurance com 
panics very largely in excess of any cost, 
to say nothing of tho inefficiency and 
danger of being utilized for political pur- 
poses. Federal supervision has been rec 
ommcndcd not only by the president but 
by many others as being the only real 
effective means for controlling and su- 
pervising these great institutions which 
control dollars into the billions. 


The recent scandals growing out of the 


revelations into the management of one 
colossal life insurance company have re- 
vealed an unsuspected depth of graft 
with danger to the policy holders of sec 
ing their millions in excess of legal re 
servos swept away into the pockets o: 
those not entitled thereto. The syston' 
of graft that had permeated the various 
departments of tljis company, by whicl 
officials had taken large amounts is nol 
at all unknown in other forms of cor 
porations by which insiders form syndi 
cates charging the treasury for various 
things, their official 
salaries 
nssumec 


they were paid for. This system is more 
than suspected exists in other life insur 
iinee eo?7ipiim'cs and the millions of sur 
plus dollars further- utilized fo" purposes 
of furthering the interests of great syn- 
dicates. 


Governmental close supervision would 


take away all pretenses of states trying 
to accomplish this control, and the plac- 
ing of every such company well us tho 
different fire insurance companies under 
control of a government national 
law 


similar to tho present national banking 
law, would go fnr to restore the confi- 
dence of many people badly shaken. 
It 


has boon asserted a decision of the su- 
premo court held insurance transactions 
nre not such in an interstate commerce 
sense, but as to this, it is claimed a de- 
cision of this same court in the lottery 
cases in which the court held a lottery 
ticket comes under the interstate head, 
would cover the insurance feature. It cer- 
tainly would seem if any court would de- 
cide from a moral point of view that lot- 
tery ticket selling came under tho con- 
trol and meaning of interstate commerce 
that from a point of view that concern- 
ed the material welfare of millions of 
pc.oplo, assuredly the selling of insurance 
could equally come under that head. 


Federal supervision with a comprehen- 


sive and effective national law would in 
ail probability be much more cheerfully 
accepted, than any possible system of 
state supervision, a supervision wherein 
every insurance company is as now un- 
der iwonty-oigbt different 
systems 
ot 


control, with varying fees and varying 
regulations. There Ought not to be seom- 
itigly any question if a government may 
do as many things pertaining to sover- 
eignty as is an now exercised by our gov 
ermiu'i'.l, that it equally may not take 
under its wing, tho complete supervision 
of every insurance company. Such a na- 
tional law would naturally only relate to 
companies seekng business outside tho 
state of which it held its charter of in- 
corporation, strictly confining their busi- 
ness to the particular state which had 
given it a charier, could be as now tin- 
dor the supervision of that particulai 
state.

been in this country a very scant length 
of time, issued them to grossly ignorant 
persons, entirely ignorant of the slight- 
est idea as to what an American citizen 
meant or of the faintest ideas as hi.s 
couutry, politically, geographically 
or 


otherwise. 


These grcnt masses of ignorance under 


the perversion of the national law which 
requires full live years before naturaliz- 
ation takes- effect in full, that is be- 
fore the final or second papers ca.n is- 
ue, arc then permitted to vote in man, 
tates, some only requiring six months, 
nd others as in our state but one year, 


As a reform it is now proposed to take 
he authority from state courts to issue 
.ny paper at all as regards naturaliza- 
ion, and to commit this charge to the 
ederal courts., from whom it was per- 
nissible taken in the first place. ]f the 
odcral courts alone can issue citizenship 
tapers it will of course bo a big strj 
gained, but it will not be all. Anothci 
top will be to make tho issuers of frau- 
Vulcnt citizenship papers and the rccip- 
ent subject to exemplary punishment 
hat of prompt deportment for tho bogus 
itizen and of imprisonment for the oth- 
er.

companies that combine together, and 
those combatting the insurance combina- 
tion upon rates, have offered no proof 
these rate so combined upon, are any- 
thing like tho trusts popular disapproval 
is so strong against. Insurance compan- 
ies agreeing to maintain a certain fixed 
rate upon mnny different existing form 
of risks may come within a trust defini- 
tion, but as the word trust is common- 
ly understood, the insurance trust is no 


there are those who believe the law in 
this conception of what is good for the 
country should certainly go further and 
provide that no foreign material of any 
description either should be used in the 
building of ships so registered.

American residents and land owners in 
the Island of Pines and going to the 
trouble of even inciting revolt against 
Cuba, the United States senate confirm^ 
the treaty with Cuba in. which this fer- 
tile island is formally given into the 
sovereignty of that republic. Prominent 
senators refused to believe there was any 
warrant for believing there was

doubt at all about the island belonging 
to Cuba, as it was plainly understood 
at the time of the Paris treaty, but for 
some reason, uny formal admission of 
ownership was omitted.

SUBWAY DISAPPOINTMENTS. 


Chicago Tribune: In number of pa»- 


sengers and size of prolits the New York 
subway has already proved a brilliant 
success. It is carrying 300,000 passeng- 
ers a day, aii against 800.000 carried by 
the elevated roads, and the franchise is 
worth a bonus of n score or two of mil- 
lions. Still it presents some serious dis- 
appointments. 


In the first place the cars, of which 


there is an undersupply, are crowded to 
the limit during the rush hours. Passeng- 
ers have often to forego boarding trains 
because they cannot get on, and 
the 


crowding at the gates frequently assumes 
the character of a blockade. Thus the 
running lime is seriously retarded. Un- 
der the franchise, express trains should 
make thirty miles and local train; four- 
teen miles per hour, including stops. Re- 
cent tests indicate, however, that dur- 
ing the rush hours — the period when pas- 
sengers chiefly require due speed — tlrese 
trains make about twenty-one miles and 
thirteen miles respectively. 


Moreover, curious and important sec- 


ondary results follow. In order to re- 
coup as far as possible this loss of time 
the movement of trains is accelerated 
rapidly after stops and then the brakes 
are applied sharply for the next stop. 
This abnormal expenditure of power dis- 
charges a great amount of heat, and the 
temperature of the subway in summer 
averages about seven degrees above that 
of the open street. The grinding brakes 
also discharge into the air a fine dust, 
composed of minute particles of steel, 
more or less mixed with volatile particles 
of oil. It discolors white clothing, black- 
ens white surfaces in the tunnel, and its 
effect on the lungs of employes and pas- 
sengers has been for several months sub- 
ject of investigation by a. sanitary ex- 
pert. His report is expected soon.

HOW IT HAPPENED.

MR. CORLEW'S STORY.

Judge J. V.. Quarles of the United 


States district court, Milwaukee, has 
handed down a decision relating to an 
interpretation of the bankruptcy -law, 
the effects of which are likely to be far- 
reaching in future, bankruptcy cases. 


The case came before Judge Quarles in 


the form of a petition for review of a de- 
cision of Referee C. H. Lee of Racine, the 
petition being filed by the trustee of the 
bankrupt estate. 


L. A. Nelson of Racine, in his volun- 


tary petition in bankruptcy, scheduled a 
house and lot in Racine of the estimated 
value of $8,000, on which there rested a 
mortgage of $5,000. The bankrupt put 
in a claim for exemptions to tho equity 
of the house and lot not covered by the 
mortgage.

OBJECTIONS ARE FILED. 


The trustee of the estate objected to 


the setting aside of this exemption, or 
the allowance of the claim of the bank- 
rupt, on the ground that the value of 
the mortgage represents the amount of 
exemptions to which the bankrupt was 
entitled for a homestead. The trustee 
demanded that an order for the sale of 
the property be given and that the resi- 
due, 
after 
discharging 
the 
mortgage, 


should be turned over to him for tho 
benefit of the creditors. 


When the case came up for argument 


before Referee Lee at Racine, a decision 
was rcnilcrcd holding that the bankrupt 
was entitled to the exemptions claimed 
by him. This decision was followed by 
an appeal to Judge Quarles by the trus- 
tee. 


In affirming the decision of the referee, 


Judge Quarles holds it to be.a well un- 
derstood maxim that the bankruptcy 
law of 13ns is to be construed with ref- 
erence to the laws of the various stateii 
and that, giving it this construction, it 
would appear to be conclusive that tho 
bankrupt is to be given the benefit of 
the exemption claimed. 


LONG DISPUTED QUESTION. 


On the question as to whether the 


bankrupt has already had the benefit of 
the exemption, by giving tho mortgage, 
Judge Qunrlcs holds that there is noth- 
ing to show that the bankrupt gave the 
mortgage. It may have been given be- 
fore the property camo into the hands if 
Nelson, or he may have given the mort- 
gage and used tlie money in purchasing 
other property that went to make up his 
estate at the time of the institution of 
the bankruptcy proceedings. 


In case the mortgage existed prior to 


the time the property came into 
the 


hands of tho bankrupt, the court holds 
that this fact shauld not act as a bar- 
rier to the claim of homestead exemp- 
tions on the part of the bankrupt. On 
tho other hand, if tho property was 
mortgaged by the 
bankrupt 
for the 


purpose of adding to 
his estate, the 


creditors of that estate can have no ob- 
jections to granting him his exemptions. 


The question of granting homestead 


exemptions in bankruptcy eases, where 
tho property claimed as exempt rests 
under a mortgage, 1ms long been a dis- 
puted ono among attorneys who have 
made a study of the bankrupt laws, 
and the present decision of the court 
will go far toward clearing the moot- 
ed noint.

Dodge, and Mr. La Follette will make the 
recommendations in the counties of Shc- 
boygan, Ozaukee, and Washington. This 
is precisely the ?nme arrangement as ob- 
tained between Senators Spooner 
and 


Quadra during the term of the latter in 
the senate. No agreement has yet been 
reached between tho Wisconsin senators 
regarding the division of other federal 
appointments, and the cases of the fed- 
era! pension agency in Milwaukee and 
the Madison postolTiee, which are next 
on the list for consideration, have not 
been discussed. 


The decision witli respect to postoffice 


appointments in the democratic district 
was not reached without some sparring 
for advantage on the part of Senator La 
Follette. When the subject came up, 
Senator Spooner suggested that the di- 
vision of territory which had existed be- 
tween himself and Senator Quarles bo 
allowed to stand. 
Senator La Follette 


demurred, and explained that he had re- 
ceived a large number of letters from ap- 
plicants and friends, especially in Fond 
du Lac county, and out of loyalty to 
them he would like tc- make an effort to 
obtain control of that county.

In the lirst place, i want it plainly un- 


derstood that I mean no harm, whatever, 
to Miss Alice Burnlmni Fellows or any 
one connected with the national school. 
Miss Fellows was a teacher at the stale 
school for the blind at Janesvillo, \\'is., 
for a number of years, and the writer 
was one of her pupils. 
The lirst statement which I wish to 


spi-.nk about reads: "Thu general sys- 
tem of taxation docs not make proper or 
adequate provisions, and the betterment 
of 
these, 'unfortunates depends largely 


upon private aid." The state of Wiscon- 
sin provides liberally for her public and 
cliarit.nlilc institutions, and the state 
school for the blind has suffered no lack 
in this respect. The state board of con- 
trol has always done its utmost to bring 
into the school any modern improvement 
which would tend in any way to further 
or make, less dillicult the education of 
the blind. Some of the professions which 
are accessible to the blind, such as mas- 
sage and osteopathy could not easily be 
taught there, but the blind are given a 
thorough, practical education in the 
grades "and high school courses, in music 
and in those" trades from which their 
lack of sight does not burr them. Those 
who are so unfortunate as to be, depriv- 
ed of both the. senses, sight and hearing, 
are given the same privileges at the state 
school for the deaf at Delavan, Wis.,The 
blind do not depend largely upon private 
aid for their betterment. Why should 
they, when the willing taxpayers have 
voted them a state school. The educat-
